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It is not hard to see why cotton 
producers need an organization such as 
the Rolling Plains Cotton Growers. After 
attending this organization s board m eet­ 
ing Thursday night in Stamford it be­ 
comes that just being an efticient farm­ 
er is not enough these days 
The farmer must have some kind 
of organization to explain all of the rules 
and regulations of the different program^ 
as well as to have somebody to protect 
his interests in the halls of Congress and 
in the Agriculture Department. 
The recent fight over the skip-row 
ruling, which is not over yet, is a good 
example for the need for the Rolling 
Plains Cotton Growers. 
The biggest need of cotton today is 
promotion and research. This is of cour­ 
se the reason for the recently approved 
Dollar a Bale program. Cotton is being 
whipped in the market place by man­ 
made fibers that cost up to four timeo 
as much as cotton. Mostly because the 
synthetics are produced by some of the 
largest Corporations in the world who 
know how to market their products and 
for too long now the cotton farmer has 
been sitting back and saying I ve grown 
it, now you come and get it if you want 


it. 
Among other goals by the RPCG is 
to step up its campaign to promote the 
use of more cotton in the Rolling Plains 
area that was started last year. 
Not being a cotton producer our­ 
selves we are the first to admit that we 
are in no position to judge the various 
farm organizations that are 
trying to 
represent fhe farmer. But we do know 
from our own business that it is neces 
sary to belong to some organization if 
you are to keep up with what is happen­ 
ing in your own business. And from an 
outsider s point of view we would think 
that it would be important that a cotton 
producer belong to an organization of 
fellow producers as wreli as possibly 
some other general farm organization. 
Looking over a breakdown of pro­ 
ducer memberships in the RPCG shows 
that Jones and Haskell farmers are back­ 
ing the organization strongly with Jones 
County having 575 producers out of 922 
in the group and Haskell having 735 out 
of 1008. But in Stonewall County there 
are only four out of 268 and in Fisher 
County only 88 out of 685 
Again, as a non-producer we admit 
that we are not in a position to judge 
the benefits of an organization to cot­ 
ton farmers but from the standpoint of 
a newspaper trying to keep up with 
what is going on in the cotton industr/ 
we are impressed with the efforts of the 
RPCG and wish it every sucess.

Frank Calhoun, our representative in 
the Texas House, in his report to the 
people of this district discusses the new 
problems caused by the rejection of the 
House reapportionment plan by the Su­ 


preme Court. 
According to his report, the effect of 
the high Court's ruling is that the com­ 
plete job of redistricting the House of 
Representatives must be done and not 
just a correction of the eleven flotonal 
districts. 
"Rural areas of West Texas can on­ 
ly lose more of their voices in the House 
when the final plan is drawn. The hard 
facts of life are that the people are mov­ 
ing to the metropolitan areas and under 
the 
one-man, one vote 
principle, the 
balance cf power will continue to shift 
from rural to urban canters. It is esti­ 
mated that the big cities will gain ap­ 
proximately four 
more 
representatives 
under any reapportionment plan accept­ 
able to the Federal Court — all at the 
expense of West Texas. This makes it 
even more imperative 
that the 
West 
Texas delegation continue to work to­ 
gether as it has in the past, 
according 
to Calhoun. 
“Hearings on reapportionment bills 
wall begin in the House on March 16. An 
ideal representative district would con­ 
tain a population of 63,864 and those 
counties both above and below this fig­ 
ure will have to join other counties to 
create proportioned districts," his report 


added. 
The sad thing about all of this is that 
it has taken seven years to make this 
little progress on reapportionment and 
the whole job will have to be done over 
again after the 1970 census.

In a Texas A & M U niver­ 
sity test, 35 bred yearling heif­ 
ers were injected w ith vitam in 
A. Thirty- five bred heifers 
were given no supplemental 


vitam in A. 


From the 35 heifers injected 
with vitamin A, only one call 
was lost at calving time and 
28 cattle needed help calving. 
In the group which got no 
supplemental vitam in A, seven 
calves died at calving. Tw o of 
the heifers also died at calving 
time and 28 heifers needed 
help calving. 


This test seems to indicate 
vitam in A does play an im­ 
portant 
part in calving, 
al­ 


though research results with 


vitam in A vary.

carotene, 
which 
comes from green vegetation. 
In dry years such as this one, 
or in dry regions, mother cows

The vitim in A supply of the 
mother cow may be depleted, 
this limiting her reproductiv- 
ite performance. 


A limited supply of vitam in 
A in the newly born calf.
